He explained 
that the people of Armenia have al­ 
ways

downtrodden 
by

Turks and despite the hardships and 
suffering they 
have 
endured they 
have been true to the ideals of the 
Christian 
religion. 
Thousands 
of 
children are dying from starvation, 
lie said, 
and others 
are suffering 
from under-nourishment. 
The Ar­ 
menians have been tforced to eat 
grass, he 
said, to 
keep 
soul and 
body together during the last year 
and as a 
result of 
tiieir 
lack of 
proper rations disease is spreading. 
Dr. Deshgettor appealed for Amer­ 
ican aid. 
He quoted Herbert IIoov- 
er. former federal food administra­ 
tor, as 
authority that 
the need is 
urgent. 
He dwelt at some length 
upon the oppression of the Turks 
and of their brutality and cruelty. 
Thirty-four years ago this month, he 
said, he was held in prison in Turkev 
because he was a Christian. 
He had 
been sentenced to servo more than 
one hundred years, but bv bribing 
the prison guards and traveling at 
night and hiding during the day time, 
he 
said, 
he was 
able to 
reach a 
Turkish port 
and there 
sailed for. 
America.
